Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a computer system having an integrated core and graphics 
controller device capable of accessing system memory and a separate frame buffer 
memory simultaneously. The independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features 
"a first and a second memory data buses interconnecting the system memory and frame 
buffer separately from the integrated core and graphics controller" and a memory 
address and control signal bus interconnecting the integrated core and the system 
memory and frame buffer. The prior art to Poirion (6,232,990) suggests two separate 
data, address and control signals buses interconnected to both system memory and 
frame buffer, respectively. The prior art to Katayama et al (5,867,180) (see Fig. 7) and 
Chen et al (6,292,201) (see Fig. 3) show a single data, address and control signal bus 
interconnected to both system memory and frame buffer. Therefore, the prior art either 
singularly or in combination, fails to anticipate or render the present claimed invention.
